I 
felt that it was important that we keep each other au courant with respect 
to matters relating to inter-Agency and international coordination. We 
also discussed briefly the relations of O/RR with the Special Center in ■ 
0/CI. 


2. Discussed briefly with Mr. Amorv_bhe position of CIA with res - 
pect to intelligence summaries contained in 

Mr. Amory made the point that the intelligence portion of these programs 
should be issued under the imprimatur of ^^^^^^^^^^^rather than PSB 
and I tended to agree. This is somewhat parallel to the question of whether 
the intelligence portion of NSC policy papers should be an annex prepared 
by the IAC agencies or a Senior Staff contribution prepared by one of the 
policy Departments.
